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‘Red Tape’ Delays Sales

The City Council has abandoned its 
efforts at further restricting beer and 
wine sales in the city. The County 
Judge has called a hearing to grant 
applications next Monday. The voters 
of Plano approved the sales almost 
two and a half months ago. 
But the reality of beer and wine 
sales in Plano has hit yet another snag 
and very likely may have to wait until 
1978. 
County Judge Nathan E. White Jr. 
had planned to hear a large number of 
application requests at a 2 p.m. 
hearing Monday. Under the Texas 
Alcoholic 
Beverage 
Code, 
ap­ 
plications must be in to the County 
Clerk no less than five days nor more 
than IO days prior to the hearing. 
But the deadline has been missed. 
Not a single application has passed 
its first step—verification by the 
Plano City Secretary’s office—and, 
therefore, Judge White will have no 
applications to consider at his now- 
moot hearing. 
According to City Secretary Gene 
Edwards, “it’s a matter of getting the 
processing through.” 
“Everybody’s just getting excited, I 
guess,” said Edwards. “Ifs a matter 
of getting the processing through and 
that takes a while to get in with the 
regular workload. Nothing else has 
stopped—in other words, all the other 
daily business has to go on.” 
The city secretary said that ap­ 
plications are being sent to the Code 
Enforcem ent 
D epartm ent 
for 
“checking out.” 
The city inspectors must make sure 
that the applicants’ places of business 
are not within residential districts and 
are not within 300 feet from a church, 
school or hospital. 


Beer- Wine Applications 
Remain Unprocessed 


As of Friday, 18 applications had 
been received by the city and, as of 
yesterday, a total of 26 were on file. 
But when contacted Thursday 
morning, Chief Building Inspector 
Ralph Shick said he did not know how 
many 
applications 
were 
being 
checked. 
“There’s probably nine or so,” 
Shick said. “But I don’t know the 
exact amount. I really don’t know how 


many—It could be IO or 15." 
Schick added that an inspector was 
“out in the field” Thursday morning 
checking some of the applications, 
most of which had been on file since 
last Friday. 
Jerry Conner, owner of One-Stop 
Grocery on Independence Parkway, 
was the first storeowner in Plano to 
file an application to sell beer and 
wine. He said Thursday it looked like 


beer and wine sales would indeed 
have to wait now until 1978—“or ’9.” 
“When we had originally talked to 
him tthe city secretary) he said he 
had to send the application to Code 
Enforcement,” Conner explained. “ It 
doesn’t seem too difficult to me to go 
out and check if a store is 300 feet from 
a church or school (or hospital). With 
most of the stores, you can just drive 
out and look at them. 
“All I can say,” he added, “is that I 
still have all my phone numbers (of 
city officials) and I will do some 
calling.” 
The City of Plano has been dry since 
1900 and continues in that vein months 
after voters have changed the city’s 
status to wet.

The waiting line for current best 
sellers has been reduced by the 
Gladys Harrington Public Library. 
The city library is now renting 550 
copies of popular books and current 
best 
sellers 
each 
month. 
The 
McNaughton Book Service will fur­ 
nish a basic collection of 550 titles with 
50 books returned each month for new 
titles. 
Acquisition Librarian Carole Deily 
said that the new rental plan will 
serve library patrons more efficiently 
by supplying the new books they 
request as quickly as possible without 
a long reserve list. 
Librarian Maribelle Davis noted 
that the staff is allowed to select 
which titles and how many copies of 
each are sent. 
In the first group of about 80 books 
sent to Plano, the library chose to rent 
four copies of Colleen McCullough’s 
“The Thorn Birds”. The library has 
also purchased two copies to remain 
in the permanent collection after 
interest in the book has slowed. 
By using the McNaughton system, 
explained Mrs. Deily, the library can 
meet current demands 
without 
overstocking the library shelves.

The Citizens, Radio Service CB; came into being during 1958 when the Federal Com 
rn un ic at ions Commission allocated a portion of the amateur radio ll meter hand for general 
public use Interest in CB started off slow 
most two-way communication teeing done by the 
long haul trucker. But it caught on Now, nearly twenty years later there are over thirty 
million users of leisure two-way radio No one knows for sure just how many CB ers there 
are 
but the FCC says there are two and one half participants for every CB license and there 
are over 12 million licensees 
Prior to th*- rapid growth of personal two way radio, the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission had adequate staffing and funds to administer the needs of the public and to enforce 
federal regulations and control the airwaves The sad fact is that the budgetary and per­ 
sonnel needs have not kept pace with 'he explosive growth of two way radio Even though the 
Commission s budget has increased somewhat- the amount was very small Needed is a 
budget that is many times what it is today 
Back in the CB boom years of 1970 to 1976.the FCC collected $40 million in license ap­ 
plication fees Certainly more than adequate to fund this federal agencies needs. But that is 
all the FCC did 
was collect it. The Commission is required to turn all funds over that was 
collected to the general fund 
the massive catch-all reservoir that is used by the govern­ 
ment to pay its bills Your federal income tax goes to this same fund 
In December of 1976 the* b ederal Court of Appeals delivered a decision which put the FCC 
rn a very precarious position The court pointed out that federal law limits fees collected to an 
amount that covers the cost of services involved It ruled that the FCC was raking in huge 
quantities of money through CB 
license fees that far exceeded the costs of the CB licensing 
and enforcement program The CB fee was $20 up until 1974 when it was dropped to $4. The 
FCC answered the court’s decision by dropping license fees altogether They weren’t getting 
the funds anyway Their budget is controlled by the Bureau of the Budget. The Commission is 
now study ing the licensing situation and is trying to determine a fair fee structure. The FCC 
might even have to refund a portion of every license fee collected over the years and they 
have said that the cwt of refund will be greater than the refunds given It hardly seems fair 
that the Commission would have to administer this refund when they never got the funds to 
begin w ith As far as the ‘‘system’’ is concerned, it amounts toa tax rebate 
But the problem still persists in fact, it is intensifying The FCC doesn’t have the 
operating funds, personnel or, for that matter, the enforcement power (even if they had the 
necessary budget and manpower J The Commission is an administrative agency and with the 
exception of levying small fines, all enforcement must be accomplished in conjunction with 
’he Justice Department. This should be changed 
It seems intolerable that we, as radio-hobbyists, participate in a hobby that is completely 
regulated by strict government rules yet these rules are essentially'unenforced by this 
same government The FCC does not have the capability to handle the problem as the 
situation exists now Existing Commission personnel are competent .. but are bogged down 
in more bureaucratic red tape than imaginable., with an operating budget that needs to be 
many times multiplied 
What is tlx- answer'' It seems to us that the radio-hobby should be paying its own way. A 
logical answer would be toreinstitute radio license fees with the rate set to include necessary 
services to the* two-way radio using public. All collected funds should be retained by the 
Commission to fund their needs and not be assigned to the general fund which the Com­ 
mission never receives. 
We agree with the Federal Courts that fees collected by government administrative 
agencies should cover the cost of services rendered to the liceasee. If the FCC could retain a 
$10.00 license fee (or whatever the figure is that would provide the Commission with adequate 
operating fundsi we feel that they would have the funding to get the job done. If the federal 
government requires that airline passengers pay additional funds for enforcement of security 
as part of their fare, why shouldn’t this same government require two-way radio users to pay 
for enforcement of the airwaves. We don’t see any difference. We need a change. 


Veterans are a big step 
closer to a significant in­ 
crease in G I 
educational 
benefits thanks to recent 
U.S. Senate action 
According 
to 
David 
Hawes, director of financial 
aids and veterans services at 
Cooke County College, the 
G I Bill Improvement Act of 
1977 has passed the Senate 
by a vote of 91-0 
The bill, authored by Sen. 
Alan Cranston (D.-Cal.i. 
would grant an across-the- 
board increase of 6 6 percent 
in 
veteran 
educational 
benefits and give veterans a 
chance to receive up to twice 
their 
normal 
monthly 
benefits if they go to schools 
with high tuition costs 
‘Although tuition costs at 
Cooke County College are 
relatively 
low,” 
Hawes 
points out, ‘‘veterans going 
to school here can still ex­ 


pect 
significant 
upward 
adjustments in benefits if the 
bill is signed into law 
Now awaiting action in the 
House, the Cranston bill s 
main provisions are 
—A 6 6 percent increase in 
the amount of educational 
benefits A veteran with no 
dependents going to college 
full-time would have his or 
her benefits increased from 
$292 to $311 a month: with 
one dependent, from $347 to 
$370; and with two depen­ 
dents. from $396 to $422 
—Extension of the 10-year 
delimiting period. In a close 
5-4 vote, the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Veterans' Affairs 
had deleted this provision. 
It was restored on the 
Senate floor, however, and 
provides veterans who are 
enrolled 
as 
full-time 
students at the end of their 
tenth year of eligibility with 


an additional two years— 
beyond the 10-year period 
now allowed—to finish their 
full-time studies 
They would receive one 
half of their normal benefits 
the first year and one third 
the second 
—An accelerated payment 
program A veteran going to 
school full-time at a school 
with tuition and fees of $700 
or more would be able to 
receive two-thirds of every 
dollar spent for tuition and 
fees over $700, up to double 
his or her normal benefits. 
However, 
the 
veteran 
could only accelerate the 
number of months in excess 
of the time he needs to 


complete his BA degree. 
“ To 
avoid 
misun­ 
derstanding.” 
Hawes 
cautions, “ veterans should 
be fully aware that this third 
main provision is designed to 
p r o v i d e 
a d d i t i o n a l 
assistance 
to 
veterans 
enrolled 
in 
high 
cost 
programs of education. 
“ Moreover, the language 
of the bill in this provision 
implies 
that 
it 
applies 
primarily to those veterans 
working toward a four-year 
degree. At this point, we 
don't really know what effect 
this will have on the veteran 
enrolled in a one-year cer­ 
tification 
program 
or 
working toward a two-year 


degree, assuming that the 
bill becomes law.” 


Hawes says that his office 
will continue to monitor the 
progress of the bill in the 
House and that inquiries are 
now being made to deter­ 
mine its exact effect upon 
benefits paid to veterans 
attending two-year schools. 


“ There is no way of 
knowing how long it will be 
before the bill comes up for a 
House vote,” he adds, “ but 
we will watch it closely and 
will issue additional in­ 
formation as to the possible 
changes it may mean for 
veterans 
attending 
Cooke 
County College.”

POLLY'S PROBLEM

DEAR PO LLY — When I changed the color scheme in 
my bedroom I was left with a good king-size bedspread 
that I could no longer use. I cut it down the middle and then 
cut some off the tops of the two pieces. This left enough for 
two twin size quilts. I left the rounded lower edges. When I 
hemmed the long cut sides I rounded the two square edges 
at the bottom to match those that were already on one side 
of each quilt. They look very nice. — FRAN.
